They warited to make clear, 
first, that it is not an attempt at mili- 
tarism, and, secord, that while all who 
are loyal,and patriotic are wanted to 
join, there will: be small place in its 
ranks for hyphenated Americans. 

The project contemplates the establish- 
ment of a first reserve of between 250,- 
000 and 300,000 men who will include 
many formerly in the army, the navy, 
or the, militia, and who will be ready 
for instant response to any call in an 
emergency. Offices have been opened 
in the Army Building in Whitehall 
Street, and articles of incorporation will 
be filed at Albany within a few days. 

“ The integrity and value of the Amer- 
ican Legion is guaranteed by the charac- 
ter of the prominent men who will stand 
sponsor to jt,’’ says the statement.

MENACE FRONTIER AGAIN, 


Soldau-Neidenburg aber! Relay in Dante 
ger from Russians.

PETROGRAD, Feb. 28, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily News.)—Against the 
central German column in’ North Poland 
the Russians on Friday delivered a de- 
termined attack. The Germans held & 
line stretching thirty miles through the 
Przasnysz region. Praasnyss is the 
junction of the only system of cause- 
way roads in North and Central Po- 


Jland. They are able to support motor 


traffic from Soldau and Miawa, and also 
westward to Plock and southward to 
Narew. 

Near Pultusk the Germans assembled 
a vast quantity of motor vans for a swift 
raid .upon Narew, with the object of 
reaching the railway northeast of War- 
saw, but the Russians attacked with a 
number of swift armored cars with 
light guns. Capt, Gourdoff; a pioneer of 
this arm, dashed within thirty paces of 4 
German field battery and shot down the 
gunners, but was himself killed and 
Adjt. Prince Vatchnadse wounded. 

Ruasian infantry repeatedly broke the 
German line, half which seemed to be 
composed of raw recruits or old Land- 
sturm men, They began to surrender 
early in the afternoon im big groups. 
Young German’ cutrassier officers were 
commanding infantry companies, and 
Uhlan Captains commanded battalions. 

Close fighting brought the Russians 
across the main roads immediately 
southward and westward of Praasnysz. 
The German infantry fled in disorder 
toward Soldau, clambering upon motor 
vans, hundreds of which were packed 
along the roadside. The Russian artil- 
lery, however, shot off many of their 
wheels, and the road was choked. As 
darkness approached, bringing deeper 
confusion, the greater part of two regi- 
ments surrendered outside the town. At 
11 at night. the Russians re-entered the 
town, where they took vast quantities of 
ammunition and supply wagons. This 
victory more than destroys the value of 
the German advance eastward and 
southward from the Mazurian Lakes. 

The northward advance of the Rus- 
sians from Przasnysz again threatens 
the Soldau Neidenburg Railway, and 


prevents the Germans from further in- 
creasing their forces against the Nie- 
men. 

The Germans are shelling Ossowetz 
fortress with eleven and twelve inch 
siege howitzers, but sorties from the 
ee captured several scouting par- 
ies which were attempting to establish 
observation points for the German artil- 
lery. These howitzers have been ex- 
changed by ‘the Austrians for German 
42-centimeter guns, which are now shell- 
ing the Russian position on the Douna- 
jec, especially south of Tarnow 

In Southeastern Galicia the Russians 
are increasing their advantage over the 
Austrians. n the region of Stanislau 
they have seized the outer screen of vil- 
lagés west and. south of the.

GERMANS’ COSTLY MOVE. 


Petrograd Regards Recent Attempt 
as Inviting Russian Attack.

PETROGRAD, Feb. 28, (Dispatch to 
the London Morning Post.)—The failure 
of Germany's latest movement was as 
certain: as’ anything ever could be in war 
from the outset. 

After carefully considering all the 
known factors of this extraordinary at- 
tempt to turn both flanks of a strategic 
front extending over 700 miles the Rus- 
sian military experts were disposed to 
regard the main object of the German 
attempt as an invitation to the Russians 
to advance upon the direct road to Ber- 
lin from Warsaw. Large German forces 
were obviously transferred from south 
of the Lower Vistula to the aréa north 
of that river; and at several points on 
the Bzura and Rawka, notably the 
famous Borjimow section and again 
southward of the River Nida section the 
Germans made attacks which seemed 
intended to call attention to their weak- 
ness. 

If this flanking raid from East Prus- 
sia was meant to entice the Russians 
from their positions on the Polish front 
it failed signally also. The new result 
of this extremely costly move is for 
Germans a large minus quantity, while

** At present the army of Austria-Hun- 
gary, with the forces in the field, and 
under training consists of between, 3,500,- 
000 and 4,000,000 mén, and that is the 
limit of her military powers, in 
every other State institution, the army 
is exceedingly corrupt.

GERMANY A WORLD PERIL

Would Be Dictator if She Won, He 
Believes—England to Crush 
the Liquor Evil. 


BANGOR, Wales, (via London,) Feb. 
28.—The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
David Lloyd George, made a pointed 
reference to the United States in a 
speech here today. 

““If Germany is triumphant’ over this 
country,” he said, ‘‘she would be 
practically dictator of the world. And 
where,” he asked, ‘“‘ could we. then look 
to a-chivalrous country to protect us— 
to America? 

“ If countries like France and Russia, 
with huge armies, and we, with the most 
powerful navy -in the world, could not 
face this terrible machine, how. could 
fAmerica step in? It would be more than 
America could do to defend her interests 
in her own continent. America is more 
unready than we were.” 

The Chancellor then took up the liquor 
and industrial questions. 

“The Government has wide powers 
to deal with the drink question, and it 
means to use fhem,’’ said the Chancel- 
lor, adding that a small minority of the 
workmen employed in the armament 
factories had refused to work a full 
week because of the lure of drink. The 
Government would. use its powers dis- 
creetly and ina spirit of moderation, 
Mr. Lloyd George asserted, but ‘' fear- 
lessly.”” He was sure the public would 
support whatever action was taken and 
allow no indulgence of this kind to inter- 
fere with the country’s prospects in the 
war. 

“ The war,” he said, ‘‘ is to be won or 
lost by the engineers. We need men, 
but we need arms more than men, and 
every day. of delay is full of peril to .the 
country... For one reason or another we 
do not get the assistance we have a 
right to expect from our workshops. In- 
dustrial differences are inevitable, but 
we cannot afford them now. 

“It is intolerable that the lives of 
Britons. should be imperiled for the sake 
of a farthing-an hour. During war Gov- 
ernments should have the power of 
settling differences so that work shall 
go on. If men are entitled to more 
money the Government should give it. 
I do not believe the parties involved will 
refuse to comply with the urgent com- 
mand of the Government that there 
should be no delay.”’ 

Expressing confidence in the outcome 
of the war, the Chancellor said the peo- 
ple of the country hardly realized yet 
the importance of the struggle in which 
}they were engaged, and warned them 
that victory could not be won without a 
long struggle. He declared that while 
England had enrolled the largest volun- 
teer army ever gathered in any country

Carl Georg von Treutler has served 
twenty-three years in the German dip- 
lomatic service, his most important 
previous post being that of Ambassador 
to Japan, which he held from 1910 to 
1912. He was born April 9, 1858, at 
Waldenburg, in Silesia, and was the 
son of a member of the landholding 
aristocracy.

An Attempted Blockade. 


There is no exact precedent for such 
@ policy, but it was considered likely in 
diplomatic circles that discussion as to 
its validity and recognition by neutrals 
would be based on the theory that a 
blockade was being attempted. Inter- 
national law has several rules as to the 
maintenance of a. naval and commer- 
cial blockade, many of which have been 
incorporated in conventions ratified by 
the present belligerents, as well as treat- 
ies between the United States and some 
of the European powers. 

The Declaration of Paris in 1856, which 
promaimed that a blockade to be bind- 
ng on neutrals ‘‘ must be. effective” 
has been followed in rules since adopted 

by practically ail nations. The Ha 
conference of 1907 added further rules, 
and in the Declaration of London of 
1909. was. embodied the generally ac- 
cepted principles of blockade. England 
and France haying adopted as the basis 
of their international law during. the 
present -war the Declaration of London, 
with certain modifications, that docu- 
ment probably will. be referred to in 
diplomatic controversies which may 
arise over the proposed step. of the Al- 
lies. One of:the articles of this declara- 
tion says: 

“The seizure of neutral vessels for 
violation of blockade may be made only 
within the radius of action of the ships 
of war assigned to maintain an effect- 
ive blockade.” 


Limits of Blockade. 





As for what constitutes the “ radius 
of action,’’ the following explanation is 
given by the United States Naval War 
College in one of its publications as 
having been universally accepted: 

“When a Government decides to un- 
dertake blockading operations against 
some. part of the enemy coast it assigns 
a certain number of warships to take 
part in the blockade, and .in s, the 
command of these to an officer whose 
duty is to insure by this means the ef- 
fectiveness of the blockade. The com- 
mander of the naval force thus formed 
distributes the ships placéd at his dis- 
posal according to the configuration of 
the coast and the geographical position 
of the blockaded places, and gives each 
ship instructions as to the part which 
she is to play, and’ especially as to the 
zone intrusted to her surveillance. It 
is all of. the zones: of surveillance to- 
gether, organized in such a manner that 
the blockade is effective, that form the 
radius of action of the blockading force. 

‘“‘Cases may ‘accur in wnich a single 
ship will be enough to maintain a 
blockade effectively. It does not seem 
possible to assign limits to the radius 
of action in definite and unvarying 
figures, any more than it is possible to 
fix beforehand and invariably the num- 
ber of ships necessary to assure the ef- 
‘fectiveness of any blockade. These 
points must be determined according to 
circumstances in each particular case of 
a blockade. 


May Extend Far. 


“The radius of action of a blockading 
naval force may extend somewhat far, 
but as it depends on the number of 
ships contributing to the effectiveness 
of the blockade, and is always limited 
by the condition of effectiveness, it will 
néver reach remote seas upon which 


merchant vessels sail which are, per- 
haps, destined for the blockaded ports, 
but whose destination is contingent on 
the onaneee which circumstances may 
produce the. blockade during their 





voyage. The idea of radius of action

Ballot Hasn’t Improved Them, Says 
Congressman -elect—Suffragists 
Criticise The Times, 


*& big: cPOwd filled the Pabst Coliseum

terday afternoon, to hear Congressman 
Méyer Lotidon and other Socialists and 
radicals’ discuss’ “The Women Ques- 
tion.” The fourth Sunday’ in February, 
designated as the Wombn’s Day of the 
Socialist Party; was celebrated in vari- 
ous patts df the city, and the Harlem.

rally. Mr. London, in'a characteristic 
speech, frankly stated his low opinion 
of the intelligence of most voters, not 
excepting his. own supporters. 

“Tm tired of hearing of arguments 
on woman's suffrage,” he said. “ I don’t 
care to speak about it, and that’s: God’s 
truth. The case in favor of woman 
suffrage is too elementary, too simple; 
it is an. insult to any audience to offer 
to‘argue’ ft out. 5 

“Tt is qa shame that there should be 
any question about the subject at this 
day. THey say this is the twentieth 
century. Well, the greatest of all liars, 
not excepting the politicians, is the cal- 
endar.. .This is supposed to be the 
twentieth century, but it is really the 
fourteenth, fifteenth, sixteenth, and 
seventeenth. I cannot understand the 
mental apparatus.of a man who at this 
day says to a woman: , 

‘*I ean vote, but you can’t because 
you are, a woman,’ 

“Tt ig an old, out-of-date question. I 
don't give a rap for a voter unless he is 
intelligent; unless his vote is an ¢x- 
ression of intelligent. opinion. The 
rouble‘ is.that the voter is. usually. a 
fool,. Nine-tenths of them vote without 
knowing what they are voting for. 

“Now votes for women are not going to

It is 
being transported regularly across the 
Channel, ~~. this movement will go on, 
in spite of the possible loss of an occa- 
sional transport. The British are pre- 
pared to lose transports, but that will 
make-no difference to them. This contin-

“The information service of the Brit- 
ish, I should *e, is now on a par with 
the German. heir army was badly 
handicapped for a long time by the lack 
of knowledge as to what the enemy was 
doing, but this has now been overcome.

* The French have announced their de- 
termination to take back Alsace and. 
Lorraine, and they are going to with- 
draw from the Belgian campaign, leav- 
ing to the British the work of driving 
the Germans cut of that country. How 
this latter task is to be accomplished I 
cannot foresee, for the Germans have 
stretched across the entire country from 
Antwerp a line of defense that is as 
nearly impregnable as the science of 
modern warfare can make it. But Jof- 
fre’s plan of campaign has been one of 
letting the Germans, wear themselves out, 
just to keep worrying them enough so 
that they would shoot up ammunition 
and wear out their rolling: stock making 
shifts of troops. It is no easy thing for 
Germany to turn out the new equipment 
that will soon be needed. 

“The weakness of the Germans now 
lies in the dissensions that have arisen 
among their commanding officers on the 
western battle line. These are serious. 

‘““The statement of an American busi- 
ness man, quoted in THm New York 
Timms on Sunday about England's hav- 
ing 1,500 vessels out looking for German 
submarines, is correct. It is also true 
that a great proportion of these vessels 
would hardly be fit for anything else. To 
my mind the biggest thing the British 
Admiralty has done so far is ‘its mani- 
festation of self-control in the face of 
the impatience at home and its being 
able to follow the plan it has laid down 
for action in spite of the demands for 
something. spectacular. It still has 
something up its sleeve. 

“It is the general expectation that the 
early Spring will see the beginning of 
the great offensive on the part of the 
English, and it is believed Kitchener 
will take command in person.’’

They 
will not do the work which ther 
consider beneath them if there is any 
possible escape.

Deen a prolonged interval in which 

the contractors have known that they 

were on dangerous ground, and have 

attempted to supply themselves with 
- guch labor as the law requires. If 
there had been an employable excess 
of American labor at the prevailing 
wages for such work it would have 
been preferred. That the aliens have 
been employed signifies no fondness 
for the aliens, but the compulsion of 
the conditions. Interested affirma- 
tions of the abundances or the scarcity 
of American labor for such work 
count for nothing beside the facts. 
There is no excess of American labor 
for this kind of work éven now, and 
it ig sure that Americans will spurn 
it, at any wage, at the first opportu- 
nity. The law, howévér, is a per 
manency, if it is allowed to stand, 
and contains a menacé to the prosper- 
ity of better times. 

On general principles, as well as 
because of.the city’s embarrassed 
finances, it is necessary that union 
labor should be taught the necessity 
of earning wages, and of not increas- 
ing the cost of living for everybody 
else by methods which are indefens- 
fble.- American labor is not in the 
feast danger from the sort of labor

THE DARDANELLES CONFLICT. 
The greatest fleet of warships ever 
assembled for “battle is now engaged 
in the narrow strait between the 
Aegean Séa and the Sea of Marmora 
in féreing its way through to Con- 
stantinople. Thus far these ships of 
the allied Powers fighting the Turks 
and their German supporters have 
been entirely successful. Three days 
ago they silenced and destroyed 
the four forts at and near the en- 
trancé to the Dardanelles, one of 
which, at the southwestern point, 
was provided a dézen years ago with 
Krupp guns which were said to be 
the most powerful ever made. Last: 
night ft was reported from Athens 
that they had since silenced some of 
the inner forts on the Buropean side 
and wéfe operafing as far up the 
straits as Fort Kilid Bahr. 

The power of even the most modern 
guns in the Turkish forts appar- 
ently counted for nothing in com- 
parison with thosé of the newest Eng- 
lish dreadnought, the Queen Eliza- 
beth, whith send projectiles weighing 
a tén fully twenty miles; some re- 
ports say nearly thirty, but twenty 
miles is a faf shot. One shell from 
Fort Sedd-el-Bahr, and only one, did 
much Gamage, according to the ac- 
counts of the action thus far received; 
it hit the battleship Agamemnon at 
11,000 yards, Killing three men and 
wounding five. In the further ad- 
vance throtigh the strait, however, 
after sweeping up the mines, the fleet 
is bound to encounter further perils 
and will probably suffer some loss. The 
néwer German fortifications at Na- 
gara point and on an island in the 
Bea of Marnioraé, tay not be so-easily

But that they will be passed and 
éemolished, and that Constantinople 
will soon fall into the hands of the 
Allies, ts not doubted by the military 
and political authorities {n London and 
‘Paris. It is Safe to infer that a tre- 
mendous operation like this, entered 
upon with no undue haste, but ob- 
viously - atter careful consideration, 
wowd not have been undertaken with- 
out freasonablé assurance of a tri- 
winph. That triumph will mean much. 
The very beginning of the operations 
has opened & new phage of the war, 
nd the. expected announcement to- 
@ay by England and France of an 
embargo on @li &hipping to and from 
Germany may well be coupled with the 
Dardaneliés attion as a step which 
must quicken the progress of the great 
conflict of nations and lead to some 
| definite result. ~

the naval warfaré,now going on in the 
Dardanelles and the far-réaching ef- 
fécts of a victory ‘for the Allies, the 
eigagement in its present stage is of 
tremen@ous interest as the greatest of 
its kind ever fought. The latest re- 
silts of modern naval architecture 
and armament are being put to the 
supreme test. In this view, the de- 
feat and destruction of the well-pro- 
tected and well-armed forts at the 
mouth of the Dardanelles are particu- 
larly significant. 
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COUNTRY AND CITY BANKS. 

Mr, Lyrorp, President of the Na- 
tional Bank at Waverly, N. Y., arises 
to speak for the small banks, which 
fear that their profits will be lost 
by the services to trade of the Fed- 
eral Reservé exchangé system, It 
is not necessary to suggest to him 
that, if so; thé loss-of the small banks 
would be the gain of trade and an ad- 
ditional recommendation of the system 
which -he criticises, There may be 
Tecompenses to the small banks more 
than making good their losses by the 
sacrifice of the 2 per cent. paid for 
deposits in the central cities of the 
country. If the depositors in the 
small banks find that their checks are 
good without exchange charges they 
may keep their funds in the small 
home banks instead of themselves 
keeping deposits against which they 
may check in the large cities. There 
fis a considerable disturbance of the 
natural flow of funds due to efforts 
to dodge the costs which the small 
bahks wish to preserve as profits, and 
if that money is kept in the deposits 
of the small banks they may loan 
larger amounts and loan more closely 
to their reserves. “Thus they may 
more than make good on their loan 
accounts what they losé on their ex- 
change collections. 

Mr. Lyrorp seems to fear that 
things will be the same after they 
are different. That is, he applies the 
accustomed mode of reasoning to 
altered conditions. He speaks both 
of the costs of exchange and of the 
“handling of checks all over the 
country at par.” The two ideas are 
not consistent. The handling of 
checks at par will certainly reduce the 
costs of collection, and it may be that 
they will disappear. He fears that it 
will be necessary to carry independent 
accounts to handle the checks on 
banks outside the Fédéral system. 
But the benefits of the system may 
attract the wutside banks into the 
system, or at least the outside banks 
tiay ktep accoufits with member 
banks in order to avail themselves of 
the cheap collections. 

Mr. LyFosp says that the member 
banks dislike the prospect of bearing 
the costs of the postage and express 
charges under the present system. 
The idea is that nobody shall béar 
them, that the credits shall be trans- 
ferred by book entries and not by 
transporting bales 6f curreficy about 
thé country. The currency will be 
issued when and where wanted, and 
when used will be canceled and re- 
issued instead of being kept going until 
worn out after repeated launderings. 
The member banks will be relieved 
from the cost of the capital now sunk 
in the bonds which are the basis of 
currency and will be recouped by the 
largér income from the assets beneath 
the new currency. 

Mr. Lyford should look ahead and 
seek for new sources of income rather 
than confine his energies to casting 
up imaginary losses. Admittedly the 
attempt to reduce the importance of 
the financial centres has failed, but 
it does not follow that they thrive on 
the losses of the smaller centres. Each 
thrives with the other, neither can 
thrive without the other. The central 
lakes are filled only when the tributa- 
tiés are flowing, and ho effort will be 
neglected tg maintain prosperity 
everywhere. There will be changes 
if mecessary, but not to meet imag- 
inary necésaities.

Stop, analysts and historians; leave 
us some of our illusions. Maybe 
they were common desperadoes. But 
are you going to deprive us also of 
Old Sleuth, 014 Cap Collier, Chips and 
Chin Chin, Shorty in Search of His 
Dad, and all the things that made 
recess pleasant and school hours ¢6n- 
durable to us? Stop at FRANK and 
Jasse JAMEs, and don’t deprive ts 
of Frank Wright, the Young Bn- 
gineer; or Durango Tom, or the 
works of Col, Prentiss Ingrawam 
and Ned Buntline.. The line must be 
drawn somewhers. Were these .icon- 
oclasts ever children?

A SUBWAY DANGER. 


Speed of Trains Under East River 
Called Too Fast for Safety. 


To the Baditor of The New York Times: 

Athong the criticiens published In the dally 
papers regarding the operation of trains 
in the Subway, particularly with reference 
to thé safety of the passengers, I have not 








| seen mention made of the great speed of the 


trains When descending to the lowest level 
under thé Hast River. Trains in both dirac- 
tions aré run over that piece of track at a 
speed greatly in excess of that used in other 
parts of the Btibway. ‘This is pefmitted, if 
fot expressly ordered, by the management 
in order to economize in the motive power 
when ascending the following up grade. 

Derailments occur on the best managed 
railroads from a great variety of causes, and 
the consequences of éven oné-car leaving the 
rails in that section of the Bubway at the 
present rate of speed are frightful to coy. 
template. 

We tay imagine feebly the effect of one 
or mofe cars striking a Bide wall (or the in- 
teringdiats steel columns) and the fire oo- 
casioned by the almost oeftain short cir- 
culting of the electric current in that section 
of the Subway, where the distance to the 
nearest station is so great and where there 
cahnot be any possible manholes or other 
means of escape to the outer air. Ordinary 
attention to prudence and safety would sesm 
to demand a slower spéed in the Bast River 
section than in Other parts of the line, while 
the contfary is the case at preset.

GAME BIRDS IN NEW YORK. 


A Bill In the Legislature to Permit 
Importation Under Restrictions. 


fo the Hditor of The New York Times: 

I am interested in Maryland in the raising 
of Hngiish ring-necked pheasants. I raised 
600 or 700 the last year, and expect to raise 
quite a number the coming year. While I 
taiss. these birds for sport, I have thought 
of endeavoring to securé a market for those 
I edmnot use, and it ococarred to me to in- 
quire as to the law in Néw York, I found 
that they could not be shipped into New 
York owing to the present law. 

I was informed by the Game Breeders’ As- 
pociation hére that thére is a bill in Albany 
designed to permit Btates outside of New 
York to ship birds in here under supervisiban. 
That is to say, that the birds are to be 
tagged the same as foreign birds, and the 
same as birds raised, say, on Long Island 
and sold in the State. It: would seem to be 
tather a curiovs situation where English 
pheasants oan bé imported into New York 
under restrictions, and game breeders in 





accorded similar privileges. 

The birds I breed are from the egg. They 
are either shot or killed on the place, and 
why should New York not “have the benefit 
of getting fresh birds?

R. A. C. SMITH RETORTS. 


Sharp Reply. to Criticisms. from 
West End Association. 


Sharp raps at the West End Associa- 
tion were made by Dock Commissioner 
R. A. C. Smith in a letter to Joseph M. 
Price, which was made. public by Mr. 
Price last night. Commissioner Smith 
wrote to Mr. Price anent the latter’s 
letter to a newspaper on the subject of 
the Burns Brothers’ concrete coal store- 
house at the foot of West Ninety-sixth 
Street. 

“As to the artistic structure used 
by the coal company at Ninety-sixth 
Street,” Commissioner Smith wrote, “if 
anybody will take*the pains to call at 
the department to look over the records 
he will find that nearly a year ago I 
demanded the alteration of the upper 


section of that monumental monstrosity 
by its removal.” 

Mr, Smith then added: 

“Tf the West’ End Association offi- 
cials or committees to whom these mat- 
ters are intrusted would be courteous 
enough to communicate with me when 
they are in doubt about these matters 
they would save themselves much use- 
less labor. I am not afraid to admit my 
shortcomings, but sone thing is certain,

n the first part of his letter Mr.

“Some people are unkind enough to 
say that members of the West End As- 
sociation acting on important commit- 
tees of that association likewise repre- 
sented clients who were seeking favors 
of the Dock. Department to ntaintain 
open dumps not only at Ninety-sixth 
Street, but at Seventy-ninth Street.” 








United States ‘Mears Bench Q 


‘Will Decide Validity of New 
York Labor Statute. 


Contractors May Be Forbidden to 
Discharge Subway Workers—Act 
Attacked as Unconstitutional. 


The United States Supreme Court will 
pass on the validity of the anti-alien 
labor clause in *the .New York State. 
law, by which ‘more than 10,000 work-.4 
men engaged in the construction of the 
dual subway system ‘are facing. imme- 
diate discharge. The law will be at- 
tacked on the ground that it is in viola- 
tién'.of the Fourteenth Amendment to 


the United States Constitution and in 
violation of treaties between this Gov- 
ernment and the Governments to which 
the aliens affected’ owe allegiance. 
-Lieut. Gov. Thomas F. Conway, 
ytd for William E. Hetm, who, as 
ayer, has entered suit to a paraan 
fhe E Public Service Commission and the 
subway contractors from, acting under 
the .anti-alien clause, will go to Wash- 
ington today to press his case. The 
de is taken up to the Supreme Court 
an appeal on a writ of error from 
the decision of the New York Court of 


i Conway will ask the ‘Supreme 
Court to advance the appeal and \to re- 
strain the Public Service Commission 
and the subway contractors from ‘acting 
against the aliens pending the decision. 

he commission has ‘warned the con- 
tractors that their contracts will be. re- 
voked if they .continue to employ alien 
labor, and the contractors intend to dis- 
charge at once all laborers who cannot 
prove they are citizens. 


Wants Case Advanced. 


“‘T feel sure,’?’ Mr. Conway said yes- 
terday, ‘‘ that the Supreme Court will 
grant the stay I.shall seek and advance’ 
the appeal on its calendar, yen aen 
the mnpoerence and urgenc oy of an 
decision.

After specifying that.in many cases 
aliens receive, through treaties, rights 
in America nearly equal in some direc- 
tions to those of citizens, Mr. Conway 
argues: 


When, therefore, in our existing treaties 
we find provisions guaranteeing to citi- 
zens .of-other nations rights guaranteed by 
the Constitution to our own citizens, ev- 
ery consideration of good faith and na- 
tional honor demand that they be enforced 
and ptotected in full measure. The argu- 
ment that ghose’ guarantees do not apply 
except to citizens born in this country 
and to aliens only after they havé ac-

It the position were sound, the 
treaty. stipulations do not rotect ong 
intermediate their arrival here and the 
time required to become naturalized, then 
’ they. are without protection under treaty 
provisions. 

No foreign Government can ‘be assumed 
to have entered into a treaty in order to 
secure rights to its citizens resident here 
after they have acquired American citizen- 
ship.. Such guarantee would’ then be not 
only unnecessary, but inoperative, as such 
individuals would then have.no right to 
invoke the pro’ — of their. native coun- 
try and it would have no right to extend 
its’ protection... 

On the other hand, to assume that for- 
eign nations entered into treaties with us 
to. protect citizens of their own country 
resident here only on condition that they 
are to become American citizens at the 
earliest moment, is to suppose that such 
nations intended to supply strong induce- 
ments for their citizens abandoning allegi- 
ance to their native Jahds. This conclu- 
sion certainly is not  oagened by the pol- 
icy and experience of the past. .

DEPENDS ON LOCALITY. 


It Looks Bright In One Place and 
Sombre in Another. 


Two strongly contrasting pictures of 
business conditions in the South were 
drawn for a Times reporter yesterday 
by two merchants from below Mason 
and Dixon’s line, who are in this city 
buying Spring merchandise. One of 
the merchants was from Wilmington, N. 
ue while the other came from Roanoke, 

a. ’ 

Things are not very brisk in the vi- 
cinity’ of Wilmington, according to the 
merchant in question. Money is tight, 
and it is difficult to get loans from any 
of the local banks. Even the best 
names: have to pay 6 per cent. interest 
to raise money on short time commer- 
cial paper. Real estate is in the dumps, 
and .recently a $100,000 hotel brought 
only about a quarter of its actual value 
at a forced sale, Wholesalers of dry 
goods are having trouble in collecting 
the money that is due them, while the 
owners of the retail stores are not find- 
ing business ‘very active because of the 
lack of money in the hands of the 
consumers. The whole trouble is at- 
tributed to the unsettled condition in 
cotton and naval stores. 

The merchant from. Roanoke had 
story of 





a 
optimism. His neighborhood, 
he said, did not have to depend on 
cotton. ‘Money in that part of t coun- 
try comes from wheat, coal, ‘tobacco, 
and other staples that have been helped, 
rather than hurt, by the war. It is also 
the site of the shove of a prominent 
railroad, and the dications of im- 
rere conditions on the part of this 
ine, which has begun spending a con- 
siderable sum for repairs that are to be 
made in its shops, have more than in- 
creased ‘the good feeling of the Roanoke 
business men. It means that there will 
be money paid to the workmen that 
will go into Roanoke stores and Roanoke 
savings banks, 

The leading bank in the city, by the 
way, was reported by the merchant in- 
terviewed to have done the greatest 
business in January in its history. The 
dry goods business has been good, and 
the merchant said that ‘his own store 
had last month beaten January, 1914, by 
a little over $100. Up to the time he 
had left home his February business had 
been keeping up well, though not quite 
as good as'in January. However, March 
is expected to see in Roanoke a return 
to conditions as a normal as pos- 
sible with the-unsteadying influence of 
the war in Europe.

The reg- 
ulation of the trade of the country in 
the spirit of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s recent decision in the 
Bastern freight rate case’ will’ be a 
very different thing from regulation 
of. the country’s business in the 
spirit of the previous decision of the 
Commerce Commission in that same 
case. There exists, therefore, ground 
upon which to hope that the new com- 
mission will move very, deliberately 
in imposing the newly created powers 
of regulation upon the business of 
the country. The need of the mo- 
ment is not regulation of abuses, but 
stimulation of enterprise. That truth 
ought to be plain to those holding the 
reins of Government.

To help orphans and destitute children 
the Hebrew Sheltering Guardian Society, 
of which Adolph Lewisohn is President, 
issued an appeal yesterday for new con- 
tributing members to support its model 
orphan asylum at Pleasantville.

On the charge of having failed to turn 
over money collected on a 50 per cent.

51 Chambers Street, will be examined 
before a referee. Mr. Cashman says 
that he does not dwe the plaintiff any 
money, and that he is now accused be- 
cause of the fact that his name has 
been presented to-Mayor Mitchel for ap- 
pointment as Chief Magistrate of Brook- 
lyn, and*in the belief that he would 
rather pay an unrighteous claim than to 
risk his chance of getting the eepeint 
ment.

The 
claimgysaid té have beeh turned over to 
Mr, Cashman for collection represented 
bets on the race tracks. Doggett alone 
had claims aggregating $40,000, ranging 
from a few dollars to $7,500.

It dated back to 1907, and was for $2,600, 
According to the petition, Collins told 
Mr..Cashman that Doggett would be 
satisfied with 50 r cent. of all the 
money he collected. The claims were 
not subject to legal proceedings, and the 
only way. they could be settled was by 
an appeal to the honor of men who had 
pad aid. Collins says that when he 
Mr. Cashman if he had collected 
sa money from Richardson, he was 
answered in the negative. But he said 
that he met Richardson last year, and 
that the latter told him he had settled 
the claim for $1,964 in 1912.
